boats, &e. all the cabins got full of water, three 
Gentlemen, paflengers, with a Lady and two’ chil- 
dren, immediately got on deck, and fat down to 
pod avers where the furf was every moment 
wafhing over us, and we were begging and prayin 
of. the fecond and third officers os ea the ten 
mea-to make fome raft, but forry we were to find 
all command was gone—they went below drinking, 
and‘immediately began to break open the paflengers 
trunks, as they lay neareft to their hand, in the 
great cabin. There were only the paflengers and 
the furgeon of the fhip on deck, waiting, and ex- 
pecting every moment to be our laft. We found no

with our money and cloaths. We begged of them to 
let as have fome of our own things to put on, but they 
would not give us a fingle thirt. They began to 
fell them to the country people, and we were almoft! 
naked.—'The firft night we got to a ptielt’s houfe, 
and, after leaving the lady and children, returned 
to the wreck, where we found it had, an hour after 
the children bad got on fhore, gone all to pieces. 
We now applied to a Juftice to fearch the feamen, 
but they all having knives, Ke was afraid. How- 
ever, the next morning half of them went 0 for 
Litbon—the Juftice then took.fome of our cloaths 
from the re{t —and we proceeded on a ballock cart 
to a village called Milides, where we wrote to the 
Englith Conful, Mr Williamfon, who fent us every 
aflittance ; but before it arrivgd Mr Charles.
